Well, just for an encore, I thought I'd hook up the TT2 again today, along 
with a regen receiver that I built last summer just to see if it was 
possible to tune a returning signal. To be truthful, I didn't think there 
was a prayer of hope to be lucky enough to get that thing even close to the 
transmit frequency! It's bandspread is about 5 megs but it has a pretty 
good fine tuning range. 


I got out my homebrew power supply and the old "Grey Racer" straight key 
that I built for SKN last year and hooked it all together, keyed the 
transmitter and attempted to get close with the receiver. After calling CQ 
and returning to receive, I thought I heard the end of my call. (Takes a 
while to flip the switch, ya know.)

>I just found the Dyna-Art page. They do use dextrin on their toner-transfer 
>paper, as you said, applied with a special machine to get an even coating. 


Dyna-Art is where I got the idea. I started looking around the homebrew 
store, thinking I'd seen dextrin there, and found maltodextrin which is 
used to add body to beer. But a solution of maltodextrin in water left the 
paper hard and brittle when dry - I might as well have used table sugar. 


I remembered using mucilage in my Navy MARS days to affix address labels to 
envelopes. It was water-soluble, and reasonably flexible when dry. I 
smeared some on copier paper, let it dry, and ran it through the laser 
printer at work. The toner adhered pretty well, except where the paper had 
wrinkled from the moisture in the mucilage. The next time I ironed the 
coated paper to get the worst of the wrinkles out, and it worked very well. 


I've used it to fabricate a board for an Atmel microcontroller in a TQFP 
package, although some of the long tracks (which were aboit 0.015 in.) had 
some width variations that ended up etching through and requiring bridges. 
Next time I'll use wider tracks everywhere I can, even at the TQFP pads. I 
want to do an Atmel + AD9835 DDS synthesizer, but the '9835 has even 
smaller pad spacing (0.025 versus 0.031 in.). It'll be fun. 


Coating thickness does seem to be important with this paper - if it's too 
thin then the toner penetrates and adheres somewhat to the paper, which 
leaves paper fibers attached to the board during etching. Too think a 
coating seems to be less of a problem, but large variations that form a 
ridge can cause gaps in the toner - same as the wrinkles did.

>For what it is worth, I dredged up an article on the subject, entitled 
>"Band-Spreading - Its Effect on the ‘Tuning Rate'" by F.H. Woodbridge, The 
>Wireless Engineer, September, 1940, pp. 394-397. This rather pedagogical 
>article discusses the different methods of bandspreading, mainly using 
>parallel caps as well as tapped inductors. In the discussion of the latter 
>arrangement, the author makes the approximation that the effective 
>inductance at the tap point scales according to p%2, the square of the 
>fraction of turns tapped. This approach is identical to that which I claim 
>is more accurate in assigning inductances to coil fractions in SPICE 


>modeling of tapped tuning coils (that is, rather than the alternative of 
>using empirical formulae such as that of Wheeler to assign such 
>inductances). However, to my dissatisfaction, the author provides no data to 
>support any of his approximations. 


Brad: I have used this concept before on several VFOs that I have 
built. The 

idea is to simply use the VFO inductor as a resonate autotransformer. 
When 

viewed as an autotransformer, a low impedance tap on the inductor gets 
transformed 

to a high impedance at the top of the coil, in proportion to the square 
of the turns. 


For capacitors, a high value, low reactance cap (such as 45 pf), can be 
transformed 

to a high reactance, low value (such as 5 pf) simply by taping at 1/3 
the coil windings 

from the bottom. (1/3%*1/3 = 1/9) 


I have used this to make varactor diodes (or a given "on hand" air 
variable) cover 

roughly the range I need simply by picking the tap at the right number 
of turns 

off the coil. 


The main limitation is that you need to start with a variable cap larger 
that what 
you really needed, which happens most of the time.

Hi, 


I have a IC-746 with the 500 hz filters in both IF's and a 250 in the 9 
Mhz IF. They are all cascaded together and work very well. I use the pair 
of 500's as a normal cw mode and the 500/250 in the narrow position. In 
most cases, I don't need to go to the narrow position, but it's there if 
I do. 


One other combo you might want to try is the pair of 500's and then a 
500/350 (RTTY/CW Filter) in the narrow position. It really isn't that 
less narrow than the 250, but it does give the PBT some leeway over the 
250 or especially when using a pair of 2500's. I had a 756 with a pair of 
250's in it and the PBT was almost useless since it was so narrow to 
begin with, and unless you had some strong signals, the filter/PBT combo 
would cut out everything and make copying weak signals very difficult. 
Great for contests but useless for very weak DX/QRP stuff, just cut the 
passband down way too far. And forget drifting signals, you'd spend all 
your time trying to find the other guy with the pair of 250/PBT combo. 


Ya know what the final answer is don't you.... the IC-756 Pro with the 
digital filters you can adjust on the fly..... (ha, ha...) Not an ad for 
Icom mind you, but being able to adjust them on the fly is great!! I 
understand that the new IC-746 pro is supposed to have the same filtering 
as the IC-756 pro/pro II

The paper rumples from the moisture in the mucilage, so after coating it 
and hanging it up to dry I iron it between two sheets of plain paper (no 
steam!) The paper is a little rippled still afterwards, but the coating is 
flexible and it feeds just fine through the manual sheet feeder on the HP 
Laserjet 4 at work. (The LJ4 rolls the paper through a 180 degree turn no 
less, and it still feeds.) 


FWIW, I use a plastic spackle paddle or a credit card to spread the 
mucilage on the paper. After drying and ironing, the paper has a light 
brownish color and a "semi-gloss" finish. I've never had a problem with it 
scorching either under the iron or in the printer. 


I have some rough photos of the process (video captures actually) that I 
was planning to make into a Web article. I'll try to get that up today and 
post the URL here later.

Gang, 


I've decided it's time to build something new (probably a K1 or K2). So, I'm 
putting my trusty Sierra up for sale to raise some cash. It's the Wilderness 
model, built by me about two years ago, with the KC2 front panel and KC2 
keyer/frequency readout installed. It comes with band modules for 80, 40, 
20, 15, and 10 meters. Power output ranges from about 4.0w on 80 to 0.8w on 
10m. 


My Sierra has two mods. The first is to reduce the tuning range from 150 kHz 
to about 75 kHz (starting at the bottom of each band). I did this by adding 
a silver mica cap in series with the main tuning capacitor. I did this 
because I never used the range above x.075 MHz and it makes it a bit easier 
to tune. The second mod is to convert the choke on the output (L10) to a 2:1 
transformer and replace the PA transistor with a 2SC799. This mod was done 
during original construction in order to eke a bit more power out of the 
rig. I have the original 2N3553 PA transistor (never installed) and will 
include it in the package. Both mods are readily undone if desired. 


The band modules are built as specified in the instructions. I have not 
modified the turns counts on the toroids or replaced caps in order to 
increase power output. 


The rig is in excellent condition--no marks or blemishes on the case. The 
blue plastic covers on the 15 and 10m band modules are a little bit warped 
(I think they got too much sun during FD one year) but this does not hamper 
the use of the band modules in any way. This radio has been backpacking with 
me once or twice and has been used for FD on the top of Mt. Herman for the 
last two years (successfully, I might add). Instruction manuals are 
included. 


This package would cost you about $400 (plus shipping) if purchased as a kit 
from Wilderness. My asking price is $325 and I'll include UPS shipping to 


the lower 48 states. Prefer payment by certified check, but other methods 
negotiable.

My little '602-based 6m Rx with the on-chip 50.15 MHz overtone 
oscillator seems to be working quite well, even without an audio 
pre-amp. I was getting some instability around zero-beat, and realised I 
hadn't decoupled the '602 at AF. The addition of a 10 uF capacitor 
across pins 4 and 8 cured that. Power supply is an 8.4V PP3 NiMH 
battery. I've used ugly construction (very ugly) so it's quite compact. 


I can clearly discern a -100 dBm input with the signal generator fed 
directly into the '602 (no input filter yet) so I ought to get .5 uV 
sensitivity with about 20 dB more gain. 


For the Tx I'll steal some of the Rx oscillator RF via a coupling 
winding on the oscillator tuned circuit coil, amplify it and use that as 
oscillator injection to another '602 to generate DSB. I'll use an 
electret microphone and simple AF amp (a couple of transistors) feeding 
the ‘602 input for modulation. I had thought of using the same '602 for 
Tx and Rx, with a 4066 switching things around, but I haven't got enough 


room on the existing board. I'll probably use a 2N5179 as a low-power 
PA. The Tx will be on a separate board. 


With a few mW of output it should be OK for local communications if I 
can find someone else in the vicinity with 6m capability. I might need 
to build a second one and give it to a friend who lives about half a 
mile away so I can do some initial testing. He has a license but doesn't 
do any transmitting. I don't do much either, I'm more interested in 
designing stuff and experimenting. I really ought to get down to it and 
pass the morse test; in the UK now we can get on HF (with some power 
restrictions) by passing a 5 wpm test.

Typically you have to work close-in stations like this via backscatter. 
That means that some of the signal propagating out comes back via a 
different route toward the source, or perhaps randomly scatters through 
the ionosphere on the way out. 


Backscatter signals are weak, subject to QSB and are difficult to 
complete. Learn to recognise the sound of backscatter. Don't waste a lot 
of time calling QRO stations on weak backscatter -- they likely can't 
hear you (reciprocity or not!). 


That said, I managed to work many GA stations on backscatter, a couple of 
AL stations, and worked W2JJC for SC on backscatter (which totally amazed 
me) on low-power SSB during the ARRL 10m contest.

I didn't find a great deal of activity, but then I only check the bands a 
few times. 


Total take for the first day was 8 QSO, two at 8 mW, one at 25 mW, two at 
100 mW, and three at 500 mW. I ended up with six SPC and two name 
multiplies. Two stations were club stations one running 100 mW and the 
other 500 mW. 


So if I did the math correctly to total take for the day was 10,368 points. 


I did find there is some strategy to this contest. Get a few QSOs at the 
lowest power level you can to get the points up. Then kick the power up a 
bit if necessary to get the SPC and name multipliers. If you don't need 
the SPC or the name for a multiplier then keep at him for the lowest power 
you can get him at. Get the club points at whatever power level you 

can. Those bonus points are worth it. One last item, if you are in search 
and pounce mode use a lower power than the guy you are chasing - if you 
copy it in one of his other QSOs. If you can hear him, he should be able 
to hear you at the same power level. 


I'm looking forward to the next two day - I have to beat today's score.

ARLBO55 ARRL Study Panel Recommends Eliminating Novice Bands (REVISED) 


The ARRL Novice Spectrum Study Committee has recommended that the 
ARRL petition the FCC to eliminate the Novice CW subbands and allow 
Novice and Technician with Element 1 credit licensees to operate CW 
on the General 80, 40, 15 and 10-meter CW allocations at up to 200 W 
output. The panel suggested recognizing portions of those bands for 
"slow CW operation" to aid new CW operators in enhancing their 
skills. The committee recommended refarming the current Novice/Tech 
Plus subbands, in part to allow expansion of the phone allocations 
on 80, 40 and 15 meters. 


The committee's complete report will be presented to the ARRL Board 
of Directors for consideration during its annual meeting in January. 
The committee's determinations were based on opinions expressed by 

4744 respondents to an ARRL Novice Spectrum Study survey launched in 


June. Those expressing their opinions included ARRL members and 
nonmembers. Nearly 61% of those responding were Extra class 
licensees. 


The committee, chaired by ARRL International Affairs Vice President 
Rod Stafford, W6ROD, has been studying the status and usage of the 
Novice/Technician Plus HF bands with an eye toward determining 
appropriate changes in usage of that spectrum now that the FCC no 
longer issues new Novice licenses. A guiding principle was that no 
class of licensees would lose any privileges as a result of 
refarming. 


The committee recommended expanding the phone bands in accordance 
with the most popular of the survey choices offered--three for 80, 
40 and 15 meters and two for 10 meters. Here's a summary: 


x On 80 meters, nearly 40% of those responding opted for a 

plan that would extend the US phone allocation to 3700 kHz, with 
Extras permitted on the entire subband, and with Advanced and 
General class subbands starting at 3725 and 3800 kHz respectively. 


*x On 40 meters, nearly half of the respondents picked the plan to 
extend the primary US phone allocation to 7125 kHz, with Extra and 
Advanced licensees allowed on the entire segment and Generals from 
7175 kHz and up. (The committee's report suggested no changes to the 
special allocations for amateurs on certain Pacific or Caribbean 
islands and in Alaska.) 


*x On 15 meters, nearly half of those responding wanted the US phone 
allocation extended to 21175 kHz, with Extras permitted on the 
entire allocation, and Advanced and General subbands beginning at 
21200 and 21250 kHz respectively. 


x On 10 meters--where Novice and Tech Plus licensees already may 
operate CW, RTTY and data from 28100 to 28300 kHz, nearly 55% 

of the respondents favored a plan to retain the US phone allocation 
from 28300 to 29700 kHz and to extend CW access to Novice/Tech Plus 
operators to 28000 kHz--an additional 100 kHz. The current Tech Plus 
28300 to 28500 kHz phone segment would be retained.

When I first got my RF-1 I had a problem with the display. I sent it back 
to the factory a couple times but they could never figure out what the 
problem was. I fixed it myself. 


If you open the case you will see a small crystal bent over to lie parallel 
to the PC board. I found that the crystal would sometimes make physical 
contact with the circuit board traces and cause the display to quit. Two 
turns of black plastic electrical tape around the crystal fixed the problem 
and the RF-1 has been working perfectly ever since.
